Pacific County — Amateur radio became their 
main communications channels. Long Beach 
lost both HF antennas. 11 members assisted 
with communications needs. 

Cowlitz and Wahkiakum counties utilized 
Amateur radio as the primary means to relay 
messages to the State EOC from the 
Wahkiakum 911 Center/EOC. Wahkiakum 
utilized the Beach net system. 

King county utilized amateur volunteers to 
collect damage reports.

* Seattle Team sent 6 operators to NOAA Wx 
Radio to operate the Ham station to handle 
report for coastal areas. 

* Snohomish ACES supported their DEM. 

¢ Thurston County ARES team supported flood 
evacuation operations. They manned the EOC 
in Olympia, filed sites at the Rochester Fire 
Station LDS church, and a landing zones for 
helicopter rescue flights. They helped coordinate 
resources, traffic and manned several county 
radio systems.

¢ WA EOC RACES was activated. 


¢ WA EOC provided satellite telephones 
system for several tribal nations and 
counties. 


¢ Clallam county — Skywarn net was 
activated. 25 Amateurs responded 
reporting winds, power outages, and 
downed trees.

¢ Jefferson county — Emergency net was activated 
with 7 members indicating their availability to 
come to assist if needed. 

* Kitsap county - ARES members placed on 
standby 

¢ Lewis county — never Isot communicaitons. 
Many ARES members worked at EOC, 3 teams 
utilized. ARES member supported the Boisfort 
command post. Lewis county recognized the 
value of amateur support so much during this 
incident that they are now making room for them 
in the Boisfort Fire Station.
